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THE TIMOTHY F. CROWLEY COLLECTION 



The Collection of Mr. Timothy F. Crowley, now offered for 
sale, presents more than one significant aspect of interest. 

Thus, primarily, it represents the careful gathering of 
a collector to whom the most cogent appeal has been made 
through the eye. In other words, Mr. Crowley seems, when 
considering the acquisition of any particular piece, to have 
asked himself at the outset, "Is this beautiful or quaint?" 
and to have finally selected only those things concerning 
which he could make answer in the affirmative. 

But he appears also to have exercised a wise and dis- 
criminating judgment in regard both to quality and genuine- 
ness, and not to have been satisfied unless the example was 
one which would commend itself to connoisseur and to expert. 
As a consequence of this, Mr. Crowley's Collection will 
appeal, on the one hand, to those who concern themselves 
mainly with the decorative value of their purchases and, 
on the other, with even greater force, to those desirous of 
adding to their carefully formed collections, pieces of un- 
doubted merit and recognized authenticity. 

Entering somewhat further into detail, I find this gather- 
ing particularly rich in examples of old Wedgwood belong- 
ing to the Wedgwood and Bentley period as well as to those 
few later years when Josiah Wedgwood alone directed the 
fortunes of "Etruria." As with very many of these pieces 
my own name is directly connected, it would ill become me 
to expatiate at any length on the aesthetic considerations 
which have led to their presence here. I can, however, at 
least give evidence that, if my own knowledge and experience 



are to be trusted, they belong in every case to the period to 
which they are assigned. 

Apart from this Wedgwood, Mr. Crowley's inclination 
seems to have been in the direction of old English pottery of 
the Whieldon School, and of the Staffordshire wares of a 
later date. His eclecticism, too, is shown by the presence 
here, not only of some admirable examples of early German 
stoneware and tin-enameled ware, and at least one notable 
example of seventeenth century Delft, but also of some of the 
products of Bennington and other early American factories. 

Altogether, the collection is a pleasing exhibition of the 
typical collector's perspicacity and devotion.

The Association 
will, however, afford to purchasers every facility for employing at 
current and reasonable rates carriers and packers; doing so, how- 
ever, without any assumption of responsibility on its part for the 
acts and charges of the parties engaged for such service. 

6. Storage of any purchase shall be at the sole risk of the 
purchaser. Title passes upon the fall of the auctioneer's hammer, 
and thereafter, while the Association will exercise due caution in 
caring for and delivering such purchase, it will not hold itself 
responsible if such purchase be lost, stolen, damaged or destroyed.

Note: Wedgwood, between the years 1770 and 1780, published 
(as the term then was) several very large figures executed in 
basaltes. Of these the rarest undoubtedly is the "Infant Hercules 
Strangling the Serpent," which was modeled after the picture 
painted by Sir Joshua Reynolds for the Empress of Russia. Miss 
Meteyard says that the only copy of which she knew (she was 
writing in 1875) "is the copy in the Apsley Pellatt Collection." 
But she continues: "In that the arm thrusting back the serpent 
has evidently been distorted in the fire." This example therefore 
is probably the only perfect one now in existence. It seems pos- 
sible that this scarcity of so fine an example is due to the fact
